In the United States there were 20,-

So 1,000 new planes in the first 
two years is a pretty conservative 
estimate when you figure that does 
n't even bring us up to the pre-war 
U.S. level. So far the chief reasons 
for our lagging behind have beén ree- 
trictive regulations, high costs and 
lack, of landing facilities, 

Tariffe which have made a Can- 
adian aviation industry possible have 
also in some instances held us back, 
Tariffs on items which cannot be 
“made ‘in Canada and which there is 
absolutely no prospect of makipg 
here—motors partieularly,—-have driv 
en Canadian aircraft costs up. 

The bright side of the picture is 
that we now have a good many thou- 
sand young air force veterans who 
have learned to fly and will want to 
go on flying in their spare time, These 
boys may well gend our next two 
years’ demand up to 5,000. planes, 
but before we whisper that figure we 
have to haul in a lot of ifs.
